THE covntRY's Losa. 
Ky tho death of Senator John Mac- 
donald (''inadu,has lost an able and a 
j'XmI man. lie was esseutiHlly a man 
ul tin; pe.iple, self-made and yet, witlml, 
M i'eiitleiiiuii of eiliu:aliiiii, ])i-actioal, rx- 
perieiieed. When, in 1 SS7, it \rd.n Jii- 
iiiuuieail tliul lie had been cuUeil to the 
.SeiKilu, there were not few kickers in 
the luiiiiaterial l aiiks, for was not the 
new .Suiiidor a member of tho Liberal 
party'.' 'I'me, but ho was nut a hardshell 
^lit, and tho iinui wdio ui.ido liiin a 
.•senator, .Sir .lohii A. Maeiloiiald, hud 
ciiiiae to th.'vnk hia iianicHaki^ for a kind 
action (loiie|to bini inaiiy yearn ago. And 
the few Conservatives who "kicked" 
when .John Macdoiiald wan iiiado .Senu- 
tor were but lis one grain of aeed in a 
ten-aeie lield compared with tlioas who 
iippl.iuded the appointment. It was 
tlielaal session of tho M ickoniie ad- 
niinistnition that the (irits attempted a 
jjrund coup against Sir John Macdon- 
ald. When Premier, Sir John had had 
the handling of the .secret sorvieo 
iiiiiney, on his rciignation there re- 
iiiainsd to hia credit in tho liank of 
.Montreal several thousand dollars of 
this vole. This sum, minus some huu- 
ilrei.^, for which be had given u cheque 
to a secret s«rvice iufurniant for work 
performed prior to the change of gov- 
ernment, hu truusferrcd to the treasury. 
The Qrits desired to have full particu- 
lars of the money paid out. Sir John 
declining to give the uume publicly of 
bis informant, but offered to do so pri- 
vately to members of the government 
on ci>nditioii that it should —Bot be re- 
vealed. The Public Accounts comnuttee 
iii\eti,igated the mutter and brought in 
a report practically chiiging Sir John 
.Macdonidd with mi>uppro[>riatiou of 
funds and denmnding roiniburscnient. 
The rtpiirt came up iu tliu Honae for 
eonaidcratioii when Mr. John -Macdoii- 
ald (tlie late seiiator) rose in hia (daee 
and dciiouiieed the attack nf bin frieuda 
oil tliM e.v-pieinier us unworthy of a 
gieut pM ty. lie would nut be a p,irt,y 
to the dirty work in which a nuiiiljcr of 
hu fellow Liber&la wore eiii<aged, und 
cuiiehiiteii rui able «peecli with these 
wiinla : If it should ever liu|)|)eu that 
lliia eonnlry were involved in Iroublt, 
and if it over came about that thu high 
ollicer leading the governinout of llmt 
lay, whoever that ollicur might be, 
should find it neerssary to oonie and 
iisk the country to put at hi.-) dinposaL a 
for secret service to secure the 
aafoty of the country, for the preven- 
tion, for the detection, and for the 
defeating uf conspiraciea, then I 
shall bo glud that in this 
Legislature 1 have raised iny 
voice, holdiuj; at 1 do, that the in- 
togrity, the honesty, the purity and the 
patriotism of such u minister ought to 
bo a quarantee for bis right and faith- 
ful discharge of that sacred duty." After 
that speech suoh a cheer went up from 
the opposition as bos rarely been given 
by them to any ministerialist. The 
speech hud its effect. The charges 
hzzled out and the twoijohn MacdonaTds 
ever afterwards were firm friends. No 
wonder than that when the oppotunity 
arose Sir Jolin should mark his npprs- 
eiatioii of a politi'.al oppuneiil by noiii- 
iiiatiiig him fur i aeiiatoi slii[i. 'i he 
eountry .ipplauded the ciioice, und tu- 
day people of all cUsacs are mourning 
the lofin of one who was not only a im-i ■ 
chunt pi'iiiec and a |iliiluntlirupliiat, but 
in the highest seiiss uf the toriii a at.itea- 
inaii. 

Cb.'iSS Ill-:i'Ri:SK.NT.\TION. 

The principle of the representation of 
cvciy class or interest in tho legislative 
halls of tho country i.s becoming pretty 
thoroughly rooted into our oonstitution. 
While it can lie, and often is, carried 
too far, yet taking it merely us a prin-- 
ciple tliere cuu be little objeotion to it. 
The latest phase of this question is seen 
in tho proposal to give the working 
clasgea.a representative in the Senate. 
Toronto is the centre of trades unionism 
in Canada and it has aoiiio able labor 
advocates residing there, any one of 
whom would worthily purform the du- 
ties pertaining to a scut in tho upper 
eliaiiiber, ami certainly fnrniah .some- 
thing ill the way of a luvivilier to that 
iiugiist, lint SDUiewhat soiiiiioleiit asaciii- 
bly. Tho uiily dillieolty would be on 
the score uf ijiialiflcalion.

the Corporation hits detorniincd to take fuUy informed as to the condition 
upon itself no responsibility with 
respect to the disposal of tho giirhago of 
the city, ^e is reported to have said 
tbat^^tbe.'igay^ngers ;,aro ; working for 
private'inaTviduals and as thoy dump 
the city's filth outside the city limits 
the corporation had no control over 
them iu any way. The city government 
cannot get olear of what is their plain 
duty in that jaunty way. The tilth is 
removedadoor4ing.totheirordinance,and 
they are bound to'flnd. some way of dis- 
posing of it. The employment of scaveu- 
gors by the householders ia a more mat- 
ter of arrangement. It has been decided 
that the otTensivc matter can bo re- 
moved more readily in that way than if 
tho Corporation took itself the 

business of having it taken . to some 
place where it oin do no harm. When 
the city built the wharf at Ross Bay it 
recognized its responsibility. Tho dis- 
posal of garbage is a work lluit devolves 
upon uU oity governments. Some gel 
rid of it in one way and some in another, 
Imt they all acknowledge it to be their 
duty to dispose of it in aome manner. In 
Montreal, for instance, garbage was for 
a long time dumped in open spaces out- 
side the city limits. But tlie 
inhabitants of tho country near 
ihe noisome heaps protested , 
.igttinst the nuisance, and the Corpora- 
tion waa obliged at a very considerable 
cost to have furnaces erected for con- 
-tuming the filth. Our City Fathers must 
find sonio way of gutting rid of the 
garbage whicli they very properly do 
not permit to remain within tlie lioiimls 
of the oity. Tiiey have made it unlaw- 
ful for the citizens to dig pits and tu 
have cesspools on their premises. The 
ijarbage and excrementitious matter 
must be removed. This is all right. 
Iiut it will not do for the Corporation 
to stop there. If they compel the citi- 
zens to remove tho refuse they must 
lind aome place in which it is to be do 
po.ilted. No matter where the sckv.iu- 
gors may dump it there will be people 
■.vithin smelling distance who will uot 
permit it to remain in their 
neighborhood. Throwing it into the 
aea seems, under the present circum- 
stanoea, the beat means of putting 
it where it wili do the least barm. 
Alderman McKilliean said that "he had 
bean informed that while the city had 
obtained permission to build tho gar- 
liftgo wharf they had not obtained per- 
mission to dump refuse from it." This 
is" yery Strange indeed. One would 
think that' the permission to build a 
garbage wharf carried with it tho per- 
miaaioti to ■ use it for the purpose for 
which it wua built. .Surely tlioso who 
gave the permission to builu the wharf 
did not expect that it waa to remain un- 
used or that the city went to the ex- 
pense of erecting it merely for orna- 
mental purposes. -We cannot think 
that Aldermon McKilliean has been 
correctly informed. To f^ivc the Cor- 
poration peitnisiion lu biiiM n gurhaye 
A'harf and refuse it permission to dump 
garbage from it would berlike making a 
man a present of a coat on condition 
that he should never put it on. 

Whether the corporation ?an legally 
use the garbage wharf or not it cannot 
divest itself of the responsibility of pro- 
viding some way for disposing of tlie 
city's refuse. Tholiealtli of ihe .;ity 
demands thot the scavcugera go on witli 
their work. That work cannot be safely 
allowed to cease for twenty-four hours. 
But if they caonot dump the refu.?e any- 
where, except at the risk of a law.suit 
which they are certjiin to loso, they will 
have to cease. It is not pleasant to 
imagine the condition of the city after 
the coaaation boa continued a very abort 
time. 

This is a very important matter, and 
the City Council should give it their 
most serious attention. If some Inean^ 
of disposing of the refuse is not provid- 
ed, the whole work of keeping the city 
clean will devolve upon the corporation. 
I'he scavenging must be done, and if 
the conditions are auch that private 
citizen^ cannot undertake the work, it 
must be done by the corporation itself.
